On  February  2,  194  8.  President  Truman  sent  his 
so-called  ’’Civil  Rights’’  recommendations  to  the 
Congress. 

By  this  act.  the  leader  of  our  own  Democratic 
Party,  stabbed  the  South*  in  the  back  by  advocat- 
ing serious  invasions  of  States’  Rights  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  without  equal  in  the  history  of 
our  nation. 

These  ’’Civil  Rights”  recommendations  were  di- 
rected straight  at  the  heart  of  our  Southern  way 
of  life. 

On  numerous  occasions  since  February  2nd., 
President  Truman  has  repeated  his  desire  and 
determination  to  have  his  “Civil  Rights”  program 
enacted  into  law  IN  SPITE  of  opposition  in  the 
South.  He  has  been  backed  up  by  the  national 
chairman  of  the  party  and  other  leaders  outside 
the  South. 

A group  of  Southern  Governors  called  on  Nation- 
al Chairman  McGrath  on  February  23rd  in  Wash- 
ington for  a show-down  and  McGrath  said  flatly 
he  would  not  try  to  have  the  president’s  civil  rights 
program  withdrawn  from  Congress  as  the  Southern 
Governors  demanded.  Nor  would  he  agree  to  return 
to  the  two-thirds  convention  rule  under  which  the 
South  once  held  a voice  in  the  selection  of  presi- 
dential and  vice-presidential  candidates. 

Thus,  the  present  leaders  of  the  Democratic  Par- 
ty, in  order  to  appeal  to  minority  groups  in  the  big 
cities  of  the  north,  east  and  mid-west  are  determin- 
ed to  sacrifice  our  traditions  and  way  of  life  in  the 
South — because  these  minority  group  demanded 
this  as  the  price  for  their  votes! 


IF  the  President  and  the  National 
Democratic  Party  want  UNITY  at 
home  — as  we  face  our  enemies 
abroad — why  don’t  they  withdraw 
this  DEMAND  for  so-called  “civil 
rights”? 


WHAT  This  So-Called  “Civil 
Rights”  Program  Means  to 
YOU  and  YOURS 

This  so-called  “Civil  Rights”  Program  is  a threat 
of  a very  serious  nature  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  South  and  in  the  Nation.  It  consists  of 

The  Anti-Lynching  bill  which  is  a pet  measure 
of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  Peo- 
ple. The  bill  is  aimed  directly  at  the  South  where 
unfortunately  an  occasional  lynching  occurs.  The 
proposed  bill  is  a vicious  attempt  to  take  away 
from  the  States  the  right  to  control  their  own  af- 
fairs. No  matter  how  revolting  the  act  of  lynching 
may  be  to  thinking  people  we  do  not  need  Federal 
meddling  in  our  state  affairs.  We  have  our  own 
laws  against  lynching  and  we  are  quite  able  to 
enforce  them.  We  need  no  help  from  the  outside. 

The  Anti-Poll  Thy  law  is  another  invasion  of 
States’  Rights.  In  Mississippi  the  $2.00  tax  goes 
to  the  aid  of  the  Common  Schools  and  can  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose.  It  applies  to  all  alike.  No 
distinction  whatever  is  made  by  reason  of  race 
color  or  creed.  Persons  over  60  years  of  age  are 
not  required  to  pay  a poll  tax.  In  order  to  vote  a 
person  over  sixty  has  only  to  go  to  the  Circuit 
Clerk  and  procure  a certificate  of  exemption.  Yet, 
only  few  negroes  over  60  take  advantage  of  this 
exemption.  But  be  that  as  it  may,  the  fact  remains 
that  the  fixing  of  qualifications  of  voters  is  no 
business  of  the  Federal  Government  or  of  Congress. 
This  is  a matter  left  by  the  Constitution  exclusive- 
ly to  the  States. 

Creation  of  a Fair  Employment  Practices  Com- 
mittee— (FEPC)  would  create  a Federal  Bureau 
armed  with  the  power  to  require  employment  of 
negroes  in  all  forms  of  industry  and  commerce. 
There  would  be  Federal  agents  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  especially  in  the  South,  to  see  that  negroes 
are  employed  in  shops,  stores,  offices,  banks  and 
all  such  places.  No  longer  would  an  employer  have 
the  right  to  say  who  should  be  employed  to  work 
in  his  establishment.  No  longer  could  the  worker 
have  any  say  as  to  whom  his  fellow  workers  would 
be.  Should  Congress  pass  such  a law,  which  has 
been  defeated  in  several  other  states,  it  would  be 
the  end  of  our  social  order  and  a death  blow  to 
traditions  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the 
South. 

Anti-Segregation  Bill  would  abolish  the  separa- 
tion of  the  races  as  now  practiced  throughout  the 
South  generally.  In  depots,  on  railroad  trains,  in 
buses,  and  all  other  forms  of  public  conveyance 
there  would  no  longer  be  any  distinction  whatever. 
In  short,  it  would  be  the  beginning  of  the  end  of 
the  separation  of  the  races  in  every  way,  shape  or 
form.  Soon,  there  would  be  no  difference  in  hotels, 
restaurants,  theatres,  schools  or  other  public  places. 
White  people  and  negroes  would  be  compelled  to 
sit  side  by  side  in  places  where  now  they  are 
separated  either  by  law  or  custom. 


What  The  Mississippi 
Democratic  Party  Is 
Doing  To  Protect  You  . . . 

Every  thinking  man  and  woman  knows  the 
serious  effect  of  this  so-called  “Civil  Rights’  legis- 
lation. 

Governor  Fielding  L.  Wright  brought  it  to  the 
attention  of  all  Mississippians  in  his  inaugural  ad- 
dress in  January.  Since  that  time  he  has  taken  the 
lead  in  fighting  this  invasion  of  States’  Rights  and 
all  those  who  stand  for  such  measures. 

Your  State  Democratic  Executive  Committee  on 
March  1,  194  8 adopted  a resolution  that  outlined 
a militant  plan  of  action. 

This  plan  calls  on  all  loyal.  States’  Rights,  Jeffer- 
sonian Democrats  to  make  sure  that  their  precinct 
convention,  county  convention,  state  convention 
and  national  convention  delegates  and  that  Mis- 
sisippi’s  nine  presidential  electors  will  stand  firm- 
ly for  States’  Rights  and  against  any  candidates 
for  President  or  Vice-president  of  the  United  States 
who  has  not  openly  and  positively  pledged  to  fight 
the  measures  included  in  this  so-called  “Civil 
Rights”  program. 

The  plan  is  simply  this:  (1)  Mississippi’s  dele- 
gates will  go  to  the  National  Democratic  Conven- 
tion in  Philadephia  in  July:  (2)  If  the  convention 
does  not  adopt  a positive  plank  for  States’  Rights 
and  does  not  nominate  candidates  for  president  and 
vice-president  who  are  openly  and  positively  pledg- 
ed to  fight  against  this  “Civil  Rights”  program — 
then  Mississippi’s  delegates  will  leave  t&e  National 
Convention  and  come  home,  (3)  tlxeo  your  State 
Democratic  Executive  Committee  ■will  call  another 
State  Democratic  Convention  and  ash  the  Conven- 
tion to  authorize  its  delegates  to  attend  a State’s 
Rights  Convention  and  there  to  join  with  other 
people  from  other  states  in  the  nomination  of  a 
candidate  for  president  and  a candidate  for  vice- 
president  who  are  for  States’  Rights  and  who  will 
fight  this  dangerous  “Civil  Rights”  idea;  (4)  then 
Mississippi’s  9 electorial  votes  should  be  cast  for
